I believe the original patent to be partly inoperative by reason of the patentee claiming less than patentee had the right to claim in the patent. 
In particular, in patent claim 1, the limitation of "a pressurized fluid source for supplying pressurized fluid 11 unnecessarily and unduly 
restricts the scope of claim 1 in that other aspects of the disclosed invention arc patentable without such limitation. Also, patent claim 8 
requires that the step of "ejecting pressurized fluid from openings in a plurality of areas in said holding surface of said top ring toward the 
workpiece held by said top ring, said pressurized fluid being selectively ejectable from said openings in said respective areas'*. This 
limitation unnecessari ly and unduly restricts the scope of patent claim $. Applicants consider their invention to include the steps of holding 
a workpieee by a top ring, and pressing the workpiece against a polishing surface of a turntable to polish a surface of the workpiece by 
applying independently adjustable pressures to substantially concentric circular areas of the workpiece. Thus, the method recited in patent 
claim 8 is unnecessarily limited by the inclusion of the limitation of ejecting pressurized fluid from openings in a plurality of areas in the 
holding surfkee of the top ring. 

All errors which are being corrected in the present reissue application up to the time of filing of this Declaration arose without any deceptive 
intention on the part of the Applicants. Furthermore, every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and 
is not covered by a prior Oath or Declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
Applicant.
